Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  IJedical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  year  1970  ending  on  3*1  st  December.  The  estimated  popula¬ 
tion  of  the  District  v/as  31,160  whilst  the  birth  rate  of  19.6  was  in  excess 
of  a  rate  of  16.0  for  England  and  '.Tales.  The  death  rate  for  the  District 
v/as  at  the  lovr  figure  of  6.7  as  compared  vdth  the  rate  of  11  .7  for  England 
and  Hales  and  after  making  adjustments  for  the  age  and  sex  constitution  of 
the  population  the  corrected  rate  for  the  District  is  still  only  10.5  or 
appreciably  less  than  that  for  the  country  as  a  whole.  These  very  satis¬ 
factory  rates  are  a  reflection  on  the  age  and  sex  constitution  of  the 
population  in  the  District.  Infant  mortality  rate  of  11  again  shows  a 
low  rate  as  compared  with  18  for  England  and  Hales . 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  as  notified  has  been  very  low  and 
must  be  interpretted  as  beirg  rated  to  the  numerous  immunological  procedures 
which  are  available  to  the  younger  population  of  the  community. 

In  MLldenhall  the  County  Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority  are 
building  a  health  clinic  together  vith  an  ambulance  station  and  certain 
accommodation  for  the  staff. 

The  public  health  staff,  as  indicated  in  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector's  report,  have  continued  and  expanded  the  sanitary  supervision 
of  all  aspects  throughout  the  district  and  I  am  obliged  to  Mr.  McCowey  for 
much  of  the  statistical  information  on  which  the  report  is  based. 

I  again  thank  most  heartily  the  members  of  the  Council  and  Mr.  Fred 
Dannatt,  the  Clerk,  for  their  continued  support  in  maintaining  a  satisfactory- 
level  of  health  throughout  the  district.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


(a)  LABORATORY  SERVICES.  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Tennis 
Court  Road,  Cambridge,  provides  an  excellent  bacteriological  service  and 
most  readily  discusses  and  advises  on  any  epidemiological  or  similar 
problem.  Dr.  S.  Greenburgh,  Public  Analyst,  Tenison  Road,  Cambridge, 
gives  a  similar,  efficient,  helpful  service  when  chemcial  analyse.’  are 
required. 

(b)  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES.  These  services  since  July,  1953,  have  been 
provided  directly  by  the  County  Council  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  D.  A. 
McCracken,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


(c)  NURSING  IN  'THl.  HOME .  The  Nest  Suffolk  County  Council  District 
Nurse -3.Iidvn.ves  carry  out  these  duties. 

(d)  HOSPITALS .  Of  the  610  live  births  in  1970  to  Mildenhall  residents 
169  took  place  at  the  Newmarket  General  Hospital. 

Of  the  210  deaths,  107  occurred  outside  the  District  (100  in  hospitals). 


(e)  CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES.  The  Nest  Suffolk  County  Council  hold

House  Improvements  and  Repairs 

The  Housing  Act,  1969  which  came  into  operation  in  August,  196 9  set 
out  a  fresh  and  self-contained  code  for  the  grant  aided  conversion  of 
houses  in  Lngland  and  '  'ales  and  in  order  to  speed  up  the  rate  of  house 
improvement  the  Act  introduced  more  generous  assistance  for  people  who 
want  to  improve  and  modernise  their  homes.  The  amount  of  improvement 
grant  payable  was  increased  from  £400  to  £1,000  (£1,200  for  conversion) 
and  standard  grants  were  increased  from  £1 55  to  £200.  In  certain 
circumstances  a  standard  grant  of  £450  is  payable . 

The  availability  of  grants  is  well  publicised,  personal  visits  are 
made  to  advise  owners  on  schemes  for  which  grants  can  be  made  and 
explanatory  booklets  are  distributed.  It  is  surprising  therefore  that 
the  Council  are  not  inundated  v.ith  applications  for  improvement  grants.

Rent  of  Duellings  in  Good  Repair  and  Provided  with 


Standard  Amenities 


The  Housing  Act,  1 969  introduced  a  new  system  governing  the  rents  of 
privately  rented  dwellings  which  have  been  brought  up  to  a  satisfactory 
standard.  The  purpose,  as  in  the  case  of  increased  grants,  is  to 
encourage  improvements  and  repairs  to  older  houses. 

If  a  dwelling  is  improved  to  reach  the  new  standard  (or  if  it 
already  reaches  it)  the  tenancy  can  be  changed  from  a  controlled  to  a 
regulated  one  by  applying  for  a  Qualification  Certificate. 

The  certificate  enables  a  fair  rent  (assessed  by  the  Rent  Officer) 
to  be  changed  and  certifies  that  the  followirg  conditions  are  satisfied. 


1  .  It  must  have  all  the  standard  amenities  for  the 
exclusive  use  of  its  occupants. 

2.  It  must  be  in  good  repair,  having  regard  to  its 
age,  character  and  locality  (this  does  not  take 
into  account  internal  decorative  repairs). 

3.  It  must  be  fit  for  human  habitation. 
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The  chief  responsibility  of  Local  Authorities  in  relation  to  the 
rent  provisions  is  to  deal  v/ith  applications  for  certificates  relating 
to  the  state  of  the  dwelling  where  it  is  let  at  a  controlled  tenancy.

The  number  of  samples  taken  and  tlie  results  obtained  are  set  out 
below:  - 


Samples  of  untreated  water  from  5  private  supplies  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory  were  promptly  investigated  and  immediate  p recautionary 
measures  adopted.  In  two  ca.ses  arrangements  have  been  made  to  connect  to 
the  public  supply,  in  two  other  cases  the  source  of  contamination  has  been 
rectified  and  in  the  fifth  case  further  action  is  pending.  Samples  taken 
from  public  supplies  all  proved  excellent.  Monthly  samples  from  all  bore¬ 
holes  providing  water  for  public  supplies  continues  to  be  undertaken,  prior 
to  chlorination,  by  the  hater  Board. 


Chemical  Examination  (Analysis) 


Every  year  samples  of  water  are  taken  by  the  hater  Board  from  each 
source  within  the  Rural  District  and  submitted  for  chemical  analysis. 

The  analyst  states  that  the  water  in  each  sample  conforms  to  the 
highest  organic  purity  and  the  results  indicate  a  pure  and  wholesome 
water  suitable  for  public  supply  purposes,  from  the  aspect  of  the 
chemical  and  mineral  analysis.

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SEVER AGE  AND  DRV  IMAGE 


The  Council  continued  their  programme  of  providing  modern  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  systems  and  the  following  progress  was  made  during 
the  year. 

Fr eckenham  Village  Sewerage  Scheme . 

Construction  work  on  this  scheme  commenced  in  July,  1969.  Satisfactory 
progress  Y/as  reported  throughout  the  contract  and  the  work  was  completed  in 
May,  1970. 

Ivaldenha.ll  Sewage  Works  Extension . 

Work  on  tlis  scheme  should  have  been  completed  by  August,  1970. 

Although  progress  v/as  slov/er  than  anticipated,  v/orkmanship  y/us  reported  as 
good. 


An  extension  of  the  contract  period  v/as  granted  but  the  works  were 
still  not  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Red  Lodge  and  Herring  swell  Sew'erage  Scheme 

Tenders  received  early  in  the  year  were  10^.  in  excess  of  the  estimated 
cost.  By  June,  1970  the  lovrest  tender  was  approved  by  the  Ministry  and 
construction  work  on  the  schemes  commenced  in  August,  1970  and  has  progressed 
satisfactorily. 

Cavenham  Sevrerage  Scheme 

Tliis  scheme  received  Ministry  approval  and  work  commenced  in  October, 
1970.  The  scheme  is  being  carried  out  jointly  with  the  Red  Lodge  and 
Herri  rig  swell  Scheme. 

Brandon  Extension  to  Sev/age  ..'orks  and  Sev/ers . 

The  scheme  for  the  extension  to  the  sewerage  system  was  approved  by 
the  Ministry  in  November,  1  970  and  plans  were  made  for  the  work  to  commence 
in  February,  1971.  Tenders  for  the  extension  of  the  sev/age  treatment  works 
will  be  invited  at  about  the  same  time. 

Kent  ford  and  ICennet  t  Sev/erage  Scheme . 

In  co-operation  with  Newmarket  Rural  District  Council  a  scheme  to 
sev/er  these  areas  v.'as  approved  in  principle. 

Application  was  made  for  loan  consent  and  discussions  are  taking 
place  concerning  the  best  method  of  severing  the  villages. 
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During  the  year  the  IiLnistry  of  housing  and  Local  Government  asked 
for  a  revised  programme  of  sewerage  schemes  to  be  submitted  to  enable 
financial  provision  for  grants  to  be  made.

Continued/' 
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The  introduction  of  a  pilot  schone  of  refuse  collection  using  the 
paper  sack  system,  on  the  first  stage  of  Brandon’s  overspill  estate  proved 
to  be  a  success  and  the  system  is  therefore  being  extended  to  cover  the 
whole  of  this  estate.  Plans  to  introduce  the  system  to  the  Anglo-American 
Housing  Scheme  at  Eri  swell  were  not  fulfilled  owing  to  a  delay  in  completion 
of  the  housirg  development,  but  it  is  anticipated  that  this  estate  vd.ll 
have  the  benefit  of  this  advanced  and  more  hygienic  system  of  refuse 
collection  in  197 1. 

Refuse  Disposal 

During  the  year,  the  long-awaited  Report  of  the  Technical  Committee 
on  the  Disposal  of  Toxic  Solid  .astes  was  published  and  their  findings 
and  recommendations  in  respect  of  Toxic  Liquid  ..'astes  coincide  with  the 
action  the  Council  have  taken  in  connection  with  deposits  of  similar 
wastes  at  Kent ford  Pit. 

A  major  improvement  in  the  disposal  of  domestic  refuse  will  be 
brought  about  in  the-  Southern  part  of  the  District  in  1971  when  controlled 
tipping  of  refuse  is  put  into  practice  at  the  proposed  new  Council  tip  at 
Chalk  Hill,  Barton  Hills.  This  system  of  tipping  is  in  accordance  with 
some  of  the  recommendations  of  the  ..‘or  king  Party  on  Refuse  Disposal  whose 
report  was  published  whilst  this  one  was  being  compiled. 

Crude  tipping  and  burning  of  domestic  refuse  continues  to  be  the 
practice  at  Lakenheath  and  one  looks  forward  to  the  time  when  all  tips 
are  operated  along  the  lines  recommended  by  the  Report  of  the  ‘.Torking 
Party. 

All  tips  throughout  the  District  are  kept  under  surveillance  to 
keep  rat  infestations  under  control  and  regular  spraying  with  insecticide 
is  carried  out  at  least  twice  weekly  to  prevent  flies  breeding. 

The  effect  of  the  provision  of  sewerage  schemes  and  modern  sewage 
treatment  works  in  the  villages  is  reflected  in  the  number  of  ceptic 
tanks  emptied  during  the  year,  the  figure  for  1970  being  900  less 
than  for  196 9.

Three  hundred  and  ninety-one  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  during 
the  year  for  the  purposes  of  inspection  and  advice.  Resulting  from  the 
inspections  47  letters  were  sent  out  drawing  attentioh  to  several  infringe¬ 
ments  in  most  cases. 

The  analysis  of  infringements  set  out  below  shows  regulations  6  and 
23,  dealing  with  cleanliness  of  equipment  and  the  cleanliness  and  repair 
of  food  rooms  respectively,  to  be  the  most  commonly  contravened.  This 
follows  the  pattern  of  the  results  of  initial  inspections  in  19^9  and  as 
visits  to  food  premises  during  1971  will  be  for  the  purpose  of  reinspection 
following  letters  from  the  Department  it  is  hoped  that  the  number  of 
infringements  found  will  be  quite  low.  Those  premises  re-visited  during 
the  year  for  advisory  purposes  showed  a  marked  improvement  in  the  standard 
of  cleanliness. 

Analysis  of  contraventions j- 
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As  a  consequence  of  the  inspections  and  through  the  vetting  of  all 
plans  connected  with  food  premises  and  factories  the  Department  has  on 
a  number  of  occasions  been  requested  to  advise  the  proprietors  of 
catering  premises,  retail  food  shops  and  licensed  premises  on  the  internal 
re -organisation  of  food  rooms  and  constructional  finishes  so  that  the 
design  and  structure  lend  themselves  to  ease  of  cleansing .  These  requests 
indicate  an  encouraging  interest  in  hygiene  being  displayed  by  the 
proprietors.

Twenty  one  visits  v/ere  made  during  the  year,  which  included  the  weekly 
markets  at  Brandon  and  1.3-ldenhall .  Ten  letters  v/ere  sent  to  the  proprietors 
of  market  stalls  and  to  the  ov/ner  of  a  mobile  food  shop  operating  in  the 
District . 


As  in  the  case  of  food  premises,  the  most  common  infringement  was 
the  failure  of  owners  to  keep  the  stall  or  mobile  shop  clean  and  in  such 
condition  as  to  enable  it  to  be  easily  cleaned.

The  table  belpv/  sets  out  the 
various  infringements  observed  and  it  vri.ll  be  noted  that  failure  to 
provide  an  abstract  of  the  Act  for  the  information  of  employees  and 
the  lack  of  satisfactory  v/ashing  facilities,  thermometers  and  inadequate 
lighting  are  predominant. 


PROSECUTIONS 

It  v/as  not  found  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings  for 
enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  during  1970.

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CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OP  DEVELOPMENT  ACT 


The  following  summary  shows  the  position  during  the  period  covered 


by  this  report.

Twenty  Nine  of  the  fifty- one  licensed  sites  are  for  single  caravans. 

Ten  informal  notices  were  served,  four  in  respect  of  contraventions  of 
site  licence  conditions  and  sin  concerning  the  unauthorised  use  of  land  as  a 
caravan  site.  In  all  cases  of  unauthorised  use  the  notices  were  complied 
with  and  as  the  infringements  connected  with  site  licence  conditions  are  of 
a  structural  nature  a  longer  period  has  been  allowed  to  give  site  owners 
time  to  carry  out  the  necessary  works . 


Tliis  part  of  the  Act  seeks  to  spread  fairly  the  burden  of  providing 
caravan  sites  for  gypsies  which  are  needed  throughout  England  and  Dales. 
It  is  thought  that  about  200  such  sites  will  ultimately  be  required. 

As  a  corollary,  in  areas  where  sufficient  sites  have  been  provided  (or 
cannot  reasonably  be  provided),  the  Act  gives  local  authorities  more 
effective  powers  to  deal  with  unauthorised  camping  by  gypsies. 


The  major  duty  to  provide  sites  is  put  on  the  County  Councils,  which 
are  required  to  provide  sites  for  all  gypsies  residing  in  or  resorting  to 
their  area;  the  district  councils  have  the  duty  to  provide  services  and 
facilities  and  to  manage  the  sites. 


Unauthorised  gypsy  encampments  occurred  from  time  to  time  in  the 
Beck  Row  and  Red  Lodge  areas  throughout  the  summer  months  mainly  but 
they  did  not  cause  any  major  public  health  problems  and,  invariably, 
camps  did  not  last  longer  than  two  to  three  weeks. 
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GENERAL  MATTERS  OP  INSPECTION 


ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHLENTS  ACT .  1 963 

Two  establishments  were  licenced  during  the  year,  one  for  the  boarding 
of  4  dqgs  and  one  for  the  boarding  of  50  dogs  and  15  cats.  Both  premises 
were  run  in  accordance  v/ith  licence  conditions  and  no  action  was  necessary. 

One  other  establishment  within  the  area  was  found  to  contravene  the 
Act  on  several  counts  and  an  application  to  renew  the  licence  was  therefore 
refused  by  the  Council. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACTS.  1957  AND  1968 

During  the  year  one  notification  was  received  of  a  proposal  to  install 
a  furnace  to  which.  Section  3  ( 1 )  of  the  Act  of  1956  applies  together  v/ith  an 
application  for  approval  of  the  furnace  chimney  height  under  the  Clean  Air 
Act,  i960. 

Of  the  seven  complaints  received  regarding  alleged  smoke  nuisances 
only  one  required  the  service  of  an  informal  notice.  The  remainder  we  re 
abated  as  the  result  of  personal  interviews  with  the  parties  involved.

There  were  four  outbreaks  of  suspected  food  poisoning  reported 
during  the  year.  Although  faecal  specimens  v/ere  examined  in  each  case 
the  causative  organisms  v/ere  not  isolated. 

In  December,  immediately  prior  to  the  close  down  of  schools  for  the 
Christmas  break,  a  susv>ected  food  poisoning  outbreak  occurred  at  Beck  Row 
County  Primary  School,  sixty  six  children  in  all  being  affected.  Despite 
a  thorough  investigation  and  the  submission  to  the  Public  Health  Labora¬ 
tories  of  a  full  report,  faecal  samples  from  early  patients  and  samples 
of  the  suspected  food  the  cause  of  the  outbreak  was  not  ascertained. 
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KNACKERS  YARDS 


As  was  mentioned  in  the  report  for  19&9  the  only  Knackers  Yard  in  the 
District  has  been  redesigned  and  a  new  building  is  in  the  course  of  con¬ 
struction.  Advice  on  the  design  and  fitting  s  has  been  given  by  the  depart¬ 
ment  and  it  is  envisaged  that  the  result  of  close  co-operation  vd.ll  be  a 
modem,  well  equipped  Knackers  Yard. 

NOISE  7iBATAiDNT  ACT .  1 960 

Si:;  complaints  of  noise  were  received  during  the  year.  Three  arose 
from  barking  dogs,  one  from  building  operations  and  two  from  local  business 
establishments.  In  dealing  vdth  the  complaints  on  an  informal  basis,  the 
co-operation  of  all  concerned  v/as  achieved. 

In  one  case  equipment  was  fitted  to  plant  to  suppress  noise  and 
structural  works  were  being  carried  out  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  baffle 
the  effects  of  noise  from  other  sources  v/itliin  the  premises. 

RET  AITIHAIS  ACT.  1951 

One  application  for  a  licence  to  keep  a  pet  shop  was  granted  during 
the  year.  The  applicant  sells  small  pets  such  as  budgerigars,  tame  mice, 
hampsters  and  rabbits  and  the  licence  was  granted  vdth  appropriate 
conditions  attached. 


HEALTH 


During  the  year  thirty  six  informal  notices  were  served  following 
complaints  received  by  the  dex>artment,  The  subjects  of  the  notices  covered 
nuisances  arising  from  smoke,  noise,  smells,  the  emission  of  effluvia  from 
a  paint  spraying  firm  and  disrepair  in  dwelling  houses,  this  latter  item 
being  the  main  cause  for  complaint .  Tv/enty  eight  of  the  notices  were 
complied  v/ith  and  the  remainder  are  being  kept  under  surveillance  until 
compliance  is  secured. 


It  was  found  necessary  to  serve  one  formal  notice  in  the  case  of  a 
nuisance  arising  from  the  deposit  of  liquid  noxious  rraste  at  a  disused 
sand  and  gravel  pit  in  the  district  and  this  v/as  subsequently  complied 
vdth. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES  ACT.  1958 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  vdthin  the  Rural  District. 
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SCHOOL  SVffivMENC  POOLS 


There  are  six  outdoor  swimmihg  pools  in  the  District  located  at 
schools  in  Brandon,  Eriswcll,  Laic enh eat h,  liLldenhall,  Moulton  and 
Tuddenham. 

Regular  testing  of  the  water  was  continued  during  the  year  by 
the  '.'eights  and  Measures  Department  of  the  .Vest  Suffolk  County  Council 
to  ensure  that  adequate  standards  of  purity  are  maintained  and  a  policy 
of  poolside  testing  followed  by  instruction  on  dosing  was  carried  out. 

In  addition  advice  and  information  on  the  maintenance  of  pool 
hygiene  standards  was  given  by  the  County  Health  Education  Officer.
